1 . We refer to the decif^iar^ o^^i petition, dai^cl Decv^mber 22, 3006 eoiieernrng the 
above-meiitioBcd pMei>t applicatioB. 

2. We, horeby aubmit a re^ic^w^-d p^dtioB as re<|uested iit the ^feove m:e^:tioned 
decision, to respond to the reasom fer delay for tl>e periods gi ven under (1) 
iho deky in reply that originally resulted ia the a^^andomnent; and (2) tne dolay 
in filing an initial petition pursuant to 37 C-FR. 1J 37(h) to ?x^vive the application, 

3. In the first in$tanee i^ider reason tor (I ), we bring to the o^carniner's attention 
that the apphoaM is native "1 aiwanese and ij^ not tkrniliar wrth tlie English dialeet 
in its oTrdrety. Bo filed the initial applicadon with the as^^iaianco oJ: a qoalitled 
patent atiomey. When the appiie^nt did not reeeive the Norifinal Kejoodon of 
November 9, 2001, he was nninfermed as how to cheek its status. 

4. In regards to reason (2), the nodce of abandonment was reeei ved by the applicant 
the ibliowing year but fiirther deiay to respond in aecordance with the rules and 
regrdaiions was caused by eircximstanee of a pri.vate rnaner in which the client 
was hospitalised with a serions conrlition thai wooid take a long period of thne 
for hui recovery. It was aller the recovery thai the apphcaM approached ore for 
assistance with prosecoting tins ca?^e.
